Three Out Of Four Pedestrians Killed 
In Traffic Contribute to Own Death

This is the. second of a series 
of 10 articles on street and high- 
way safety, written by nation- 
ally recognized accident preven- 
tion specialists and published by 
this newspaper in the interests 
of greater traffic safety. 

The. time has come when all 
communities need laws to control 
pedestrians as well as automobiles, 
All of us are pedestrians most of 
the time. Therefore we feel more 
in our own element when we are 
walking, and as a group we fail 
to understand the limitations of 
the automobile. Even experi- 
enced drivers forget these limita- 
tions when they become _pedes- 
trians. Year after year.the rec- 
ords continue to show that nearly 
three out of every four pedes- 
trians killed in motor vehicle ac- 
cidents were either committing an 
unsafe act or violating a traffic 
law. Crossing against a_ signal 
was reported in approximately 18 
per cent of the accidents involving 
adult pedestrians. Playing in the 
rorndway and crossing between 
crossways accounted for three- 
fifths of the child pédestrian ac- 
cidents. Unless we mend our 
ways, the same tragic story will 
be repeated in 1948. ; 

An effective solition to the 
problem of pedestrian accidents 
ean only be attained through firm 
use of the three E’s of safety: 
Namely, education, engineering 
and enforcement, Pedestrian laws 
should be designed not only to 
control the walker, but.to inform 
the automobile driver as to his 


area of responsibility. They should 
provide for the following: 

1. Crosswalks ‘should be clearly. 
defined at all intersections in 
urban arears and pedestrians pro- 
hibited from crossing streets be- 
tween crosswalks or, where traffic 
signals are in operation, against 
the signal. . é 
. 2. Walking in the roadway in 
poth urban and rural areas should 
be prohibited when sidewalks are 
provided. : 

3. Walking in the roadway 
while under the influence of in- 
toxicants should be prohibited... 

4. When it is necessary to walk 
in the roadway, because of the 
absence of sidewalks, pedestrians 
should be required to walk facing 
traffic. : 

4, When it is necessary to walk 
in the roadway at night, pedes- 
trians should be required to carry 
a light and walk facing traffic. 

6. Crossing highways on which 
there is heavy traffic should be 
permitted in rural areas only at 
‘points where the pedestrian has 
a clear and unobstructed view of 
the highway for 300 feet in either 
direction. ‘ 

7. Pedestrians crossing intersec- 
tions at designated crosswalks un- 
der appropriate signal, if provid- 
ed, or where no signal js in opera- 
tion, should have the right of way 
ae automobiles turning right or 
left.
